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One  of  the  wonderful  things  God 
has  provided  for  us  is  memory. 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  fact  that 
it  can  be  detrimental  as  you  remem¬ 
ber  things  that  were  hurti^,  painful, 
and  over  time  scarring  to  your  life. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  a  re  a  lot  of 
wonderful  things  that  God  gives  us 
by  giving  us  a  memory.  It  seems  as 
though  —  and  it’s  mostly  just  observa¬ 
tion  —  God  gives  some  people  far  brt- 

ter  memory  than  He  does  others.  It 

seems  also  certain  that  the  older  you 
get,  the  less  memory  you  ^ve.  I’ve 
heard  folks  say  their  memory  is  what 
they  use  to  forget  with,  and  others 
have  made  the  observation  that  it’s 
strange  how  their  forgetter  works  a  lot 
better  than  their  rememberer. 

For  me,  I  notice  very  little  I  don’t 
remember,  or  at  least  that’s  what  I 
thought,  but  the  more  I  pondered  that 
the  more  I  realized  I  wouldn’t  remem¬ 
ber  if  I  didn’t  remember.  Strange, 
isn’t  it?  'The  Bible  has  so  much  to  say 
about  remembering.  In  fact,  over  120 
times  in  the  Old  Testament  G<^  says 
to  remember.  When  you  get  to  the  New 
Testament,  over  25  times  the  Bible 
says  to  remember.  AU  through  the 
wonderful  book  of  God,  He  reminds  us 
to  remember. 

,  What  is  happening  in  us  as  we  grow 
older  that  weoMjn  to  have  memory 
non-moments?  fused  to  think  about 
things  and  could  remember  them,  but 
now  they  are  not  so  sharp  in  my  mentnl 
vision  and  sometimes  the  memory 
moments  just  become  non-moments 
because  we  can’t  pull  it  up.
